When the Germans .showed signs 
of exhaustion, the communique 
said, the Russians apparently cross- 
ed the river in full force and at- 
tacked the enemy. 

“The retreating Germans made a 
stand in a rye field immediately 
after the Russians brought into ac- 
tion guns firing incendiary shells 
and set the rye ablaze,” the com- 
munique said, “The enemy, seeking 
to escape from the flames, discarded 
arms and equipment and the river 
crossing remained in Soviet hands.” 

(Berlin reports told of several So- 
viet counter-attacks across to the 
west bank of the Dnieper but said 
they were repulsed.) 

The Dnieper, rushing over hun- 
dreds of square miles of the lower 
Ukraine after its waters were un- 
leashed by the blasting of the great 
$110,000,000 Dnieperstrov power 
dam, formed a formidable barrier 
to the Germans in their eastern 
drive.

‘MOSCOW, Aug. 28. — Plans of 
Hitler Germany to take over the 
approaches to the American con- 
tinent have already reached the 
stage of active preparation, Pravda, 
official organ of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union, said to- 
day. The first move, the article 
stated, will be the occupation of 
Spain, and preparations are being 
made to follow this with an attack 
on Portugal. 

The article, entitled “Hitler’s 
Plans in the Atlantic,” reads in 
part: 

“Hitler is preparing a new mili- 
tary adventure with Atlantic bases 


as its objective. These bases stretch 
in a long line from north to south:

“Hitler Germany is bent on gain 
ing control of these approaches to 
America and preparations for this 
are well under way. Germany’s first 
and most important preparatory 
move is the actual occupation of 
Spain, and preparations are also 
afoot for an attack on Portugal. 

“A network of airfields, fortifica- 
tions and barracks are being erected 
along the Sranish-Portuguese fron- 
tier and the Spanish army is being 
lined up on the Portuguse border. 
On the Portuguese side the fron- 
tler is not fortified. The Spanish 
port of Vigo, which is only 20 miles 
away from. the Portuguese port 
Oporto, is now Gestapo headquar- 
ters in Spain. 

“Intensive German preparations 
are afoot on Spanish territory for 
an attack on Gibraltar. Roads lead- 
ing to the fortress are being re- 
paired. German planes are station- 
ed on numerous airfields built in 
southern Spain. A miniature Magi- 
not Line has been built, facing Gib- 
raltar Strait in Spanish Morocco, 
The whole Moroccan coast, from 
Ceuta to Tangiers, has been for- 
tified, so as to enable it to keep the 
western section of Gibraltar Strait 
under fire and to cut off Gibraltar 
from Britain.
